Interesting Facts Concerning 


the Yellow Scourge. 


Wenona S. Abbott's Observations of 


Its Work in the Sonth. 


How It Wa« Randled in the Army— 


Noble Work of Benevolent So- 


cieties—The Rainy Season. 


Ed. Times:—Being now able to 


speak as one having the authority of 
experience regarding "addle fever," 
I can vouch for the fact that its name 
exactly describes the mental condi- 
tion of the patient. It is to yellow 
fever what scarlatina is to scarier, 
fever, 
varioloid to small-pox, 
but 


"addle fever" does not make one Im- 
mune from the more dread disease. 
The 
unfortunate 
who 
has 
this 


cerebro-spinal form, of malaria 
has 


the disagreeable- features of yellow 
fever—rheumatic pains, fever, chills, 
everything but the stomach hemor- 
rhage, which is also absent in light 
attacks of the genuine complaint. 
Tbere is but one way tc 
know 


whether you have addle or yellow 
fevers: if dpath ensues, it's yellow; 
if you recover, there's doubt. 


Dr. E. S. Tyner, a yellow fever ex- 


pert who went to Santiago as an im- 
mune doctor, wrote on the eve of his 
departure: 


"Under no 
circumstances 
allow 


yourself to become excited or fright- 
ened. 
Keep as cool as possible, as a 


cold temperature is the best disin- 
fectant. 
I would advise every old 


toper to "hit the grit" just as soen 
as he hears that "Yellow Jack" has 
come into the community, for the de- 
lights to revel on an ulcerated and 
iiot stomach. Get rid at once of all 
thick clothing. 
Under no circum- 


stances wear woolen gocrls. 
Get 


linen, if possible, and if you could 
have the outer garments 
starched 


and made so glossy that a fly would 
slip on them and break bis neok, so 
much be better. The germ has no 
power to attach itself to such goods, 
hence it can not enter the system by 
absorption, which is the only way it 
makes its attack upon us. 
Keep the 


entire body clean of all effete matter, 
Sponge off the entire body once a day 
with a weak solution of carbolic acid 
and 
bi-cblorido of 
mercury, 
just 


strong enough to cause the surface to 
burn a litite and dress in linen. 
Be 


sure not to drug yourself beforehand, 
as I have found it extremely danger- 
ous to change the habits of life from 
mere apprehensions of having it, for 
whatever causes the system to under- 
go a change, or lessen its vital en- 
ergy, will 
open 
an inlet for the 


disease and weaken the ability to re- 
sist its attack. 
It is not necessary 


for us to change oui diet. Eat what- 
ever agrees with you, sc you do not 
take too much aboard. 
It is gener- 


ally the quantity and not the quality 
of our food that does the damage. 
Use rream 
of tartar very freely. 


There is no disease so easily managed 
and will yield quicker to proper treat- 
ment than yellow fever. There is no 
use or sense in a panic. 
I will enter 


into a contiact at any time or place 
to treat yellow fever patients at S10 
ahead, and pay $50 into the city 
treasury for every one that dies under 
my treatment. Then lett all dismiss 
their fears, stay at home, attend to 
their business, trust in God and keep 
their liver active." 


Then he went to Cuba and almost 


immediatley died of yellow fever. 
This brought up the old query, "Can 
one have yellow fever twice?" 
Some 


say yes, if you are exposed in a differ- 
ent climate and not yet acclimated; 
others that Dr. Tyner had addle fever 
the first time; a few that yellow 
fever can return as readily as diph- 
theria and that there are no immuues. 


There is an understanding among 


the army officers here that the gov- 
ernment has decided to erect a perma- 
nent barracks at Tampa at an early 
date, and when completed quite a 
large garrison of troops will be sta- 
tioned here for acclimation for ser- 
vice in Cuba. It is further stated 
that the barracks will be located on 
the site of the artillery camp, east of 
Ybor City, near the Well's spring. 
The government already has an ex- 
tensive pumping outfit there which 
cost 82,500. 


The site is certainly most excel- 


lently located for such a purpose. The 
ground is high and rolling and con- 
veniently situated as to both railroads 
and th street cars as well. 


As a preparation for this, tiie city 


is being cleaned, I should judge, for 
the first time in its history. 
Uncle 


Sam's wagons Lave been pressed into 
service, and though about 
thirty 


wagons have been busy throughout 
the month of September the place is 
not yet in proper condition. Eighteen 
loads of trash and filth were created 
out of the alley in one block and they 
have not yet attacked the Italian 
quarters, where the conditions are 
indescribable. 


There's no use begging the ques- 


tion, that there has been grave mis- 
management 
in army affairs here, 


as elsewhere, is too true, despite the 
fact that ample rations are provided. 
The rations for each soldier are: 
Twenty ounces of a fresh beef or 
twelve of bacon—in Tampa the fresh 
beef has been supplied seven clays out 
of ten—eighteen ounces of bread or 
sixteen of hard-tack, sixteen ounces 
of potatoes and about eight of onions 
or tomatoes, two 
and 
two-fifttbs 


ounces of sugar, besides vinegar, salt, 
pepper,"soap and 'candles. The men 


who mess together often save on cer- 
tain supplies, and with the money 
thus gained purchase eggs, milk and 
other luxuries. After observing the 
splendid physical condition ot the 
regulars it is absurd to assert that 
their food is poor or insufficient. 
I 


have gone a^out in camp at meal 
times often, and the food has always 
seemed well cooked and the best of 
its kind. Most colonels order that 
officers be detailed in every company 
to see that the food for the men at 
every meal is up to the standard. 
There has been no excuse for lack of 
raitons after the soldiers arrived here. 
The proper officers could secure them 
by a requisition called a "ration re- 
turn," which must be handed in to 
the chief commissary for his approval. 
It is then sent to a government com- 
missary depot in town, and the stores 
are loaded and delivered at camp. 
A 


regiment must look out for itself, 
must fight for its existence in every 
way. 
Supplies are never sent to it; 


they must always be applied for. 
It 


must do Us own cooking, set up its 
osvn bake-shop, make its own ovens, 
do its own blacksmituing, provide its 
own barber, and so on. 'The regulars 
are well drilled in the self-producing, 
self-providing principle. The volun- 
teers—officers and men—have yet to 
learn it. That is the practical knowl- 
edge which they have never gained in 
their armories or in their state camps. 


It is a reflection on Ameircan man- 


hood, but true, nevertheless, that 
teamsters belonging to the hospital 
corps ate jellies and dainties designed 
for||the sick. Night after night sixty 
teamsters ate 
delicacies, while pa"- 


tients went without. This was learned 
direct from one of tbc men who had 
aided in the 
contemptible trick. 


Those who sent luxuries to the sick 
could not uc sure that they were 
being delivered. Oh. the sharue of it! 
The shame also that there should be 
need for any outsider to provide for 
Uncle Sam's defenders! 


The 
International 
Brotherhood 


League, which is the branch of the 
Universal Brothcrhod Organization, 
designed for practical humanitarian 
work, the Tlieosophical society being 
its students class, had seen hospital 
tents at Mnntauk Point. When these 
were abandoned, Katherinc A, Ting- 
Icy, president of the T. B. .L., wrote 
McKinley an accouctofthe work done 
there, the following extracts being of 
special interest to Ohio folks: 


"The 
wave of 
patriotism which 


swept the entire country when war 
was declared, when Ameircans best 
sons volunteered their lives in a 
righteous cause, was in danger of 
being almost entirely extinguished 
by the awful horrors which followed 
the war. My object was by volun- 
tarily 
administering help to the 


physical necessities of the soldiers, to 
show them that heroism had endeared 
them to the nation, and by this 
means lead them to a forgctfulness of 
what they had undergone, as far as 
human sympathy and kindness, prac- 
tically exprnssed, could do so. I saw 
that if something was not dene in 
this direction American patriotism 
would receive a serious blow, 
from 


which it would not soon recover. 


"No 
report which I could make 


would adequately describe the awful 
condition of tuese brave |[soldiers. 
They were dazed, as if under" the Sn- 
flence of opiates; the horrors they had 
passed through had weakened them 
so phsyically that their minds be- 
came likewise affected. 
Rest and 


aid was 
given 
to exhausted sol- 


diers. 
Many just convalescent, or 


thought to be so, leaving camp on 
furlough and making for the depot 
(in seme cases a walk of two and a 
half miles) were utterly exhausted by 
the time they reached our hospital, 
which was located on tho 
main 


road 
from 
camp 
to 
the depot. 


But for the rest and nourishment 
which 
we -were 
able 
to 
give, 


they would bnve become seriously ill 
by the time they bad reached New 
York to proceed to their homes. 
Some of these stayed with us a few 
days, some longer. 
Others, again, 


landing from Cuba at the wharf op- 
posite the depot, exhausted by the 
privations of the sea journey follow- 
ing upon the arduous and deadly cam- 
paign in Cuba, dropped on the road 
near our hospital, in their endeavor 
to walk up the hills to the camp. 
For such needs wine, milk, fluid, 
meats, etc., were 
invariably kept 


ready for instant use. It may be 
stated as a curious coincidence that 
of the indoor patients a considerable 
number belonged to the Eighth Ohio, 
the regiment known as 'McKinley's 
Own.' 


"Another feature lay ingivingout- 


door medical assistance to all who 
needed it, with 'rest 
and 
food. 


Thousands of the soldiers in camp 
were determined to fight their dis- 
eases and stay on duty. The required 
help was administered to hundreds of 
such cases at our bospital doors, en- 
abling those treated to " return J,u 
their regiments. 


"Our nurses provided food and re- 


storatives for the soldiers arriving by 
late trains. Many lives were saved 
by such timely aid. 


"A two-horse conveyance was used 


exclusively Jfor carrying sick, weak 
and tired soldiers back and forward 
between camps and the depot. 
A 


number of surigcal cases were also 
attended to.^These comprised injuries 
received on the road: some due to 
wagon collisions, to ivy poisoning, 
and other injuries brought about by 
rough marching in Cuba." 


Out-of-door relief was giren by the 


I. B. L. to above 
nine thousand 


soldiers, there were about sixty occu- 
pants of hospital beds at Montauk 
Point and seventy-five in beds of 
other hospitals of the I. B. L. 
What 


would have filled this gap had the 
Brotherohorl organization not done 
so?
